To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  present  you  with  an  annual  renort  which 
though  following  a similar  pattern  to  previous  years  has  been  minted  differently 
and  is  a different  size. 

During  1970  there  has  been  a gradual  change  in  the  work  of  the  divisional 
health  services  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  we  have  seen  the 
Social  Services  Act.  become  law  which  has  had  a profound  effect  on  the  services 
provided  by  the  Health  Department  In  1971.  The  passing  of  the  Act  means  that 
the  Home  Help  Service,  Mental  Health  and  duties  under  the  Nurseries  and  Child 
Minders  legislation  became  part  of  the  new  Social  Services  Department,  as  well 
as  the  administrative  control  over  the  Adwick  Training  Centre,  The  Junior 
Training  Centre  became  part  of  the  Education  Department  and  this  transfer 
should  bring  more  teaching  expertise  and  possibly  more  research  into  teaching 
methods  for  this  group  of  children.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  extensions  to 
this  badly  overcrowded  centre  and  the  'building  of  a hostel  has  been  held  uu 
for  another  year  because  of  engineering  difficulties. 

At  the  beginning  of  1970  an  influenza  epidemic  was  raging  in  the  area  but 
the  disease  was  not  serious  in  nature  and  there  were  few  deaths,  lx  was  in 
February  that  the  problem  of  environmental  pollution  was  highlighted  in  the 
European  Conservation  Year  when  many  voiced  their  objections  to  the  building  of 
a Coalite  plant  on  the  South  side  of  Doncaster,  In  this  Urban  District  the 
problem  of  smoke  pollution  has  not  yet  been  tackled  despite  the  advantages  to 
health  and  environment  that  a smoke  control  programme  can  bring.  There  are 
understandable  reasons  for  there  not  being  a programme  of  smoke  control  in  this 
coal  mining  area,  but  when  these  are  resolved  there  will  undoubtedly  be  a demand 
for  a cleaner  atmosphere. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show  little  change  from  the 
previous  year  and  though  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  I was  disappointed  to 
note  there  was  a further  rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  due  mainly  to  a high 
peri-natal  mortality  rate.  There  are  many  causes  of  peri-natal  death  and  the 
Maternity  Liaison  Committee  in  the  Doncaster  area  have  set  up  a sub-committee 
to  investigate  the  high  peri-natal  death  rate  with  a view  to  pinpointing  causes 
and  perhaps  advising  on  how  this  high,  rate  can  be  redxiced. 

The  causes  of  death  are  mainly  heart  disease,  vascular  lesions  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  respiratory  disease  and  cancer  among  which  cancer  of  the  lung 
shows  a steady  increase.

The  birth  rate  in  1970  increased  slightly  over  the  birth  rate  in  1969  "but 
this  was  only  due  to  the  decrease  in  population  in  the  Urban  Distrct,  for  the 
total  number  of  live  births  remained  exactly  the  same©  The  number  of  illegitimate 
live  births  decreased  by  2 but  this  made  little  difference  tc  the  percentage  of 
illegitimate  live  births  in  the  total©  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
continues  to  show  a downward  trend  but  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  remained  the 
same  like  the  Neo-Natal  Mortality  but  a slight  increase  in  the  Early  Neo-Natal 
Mortality  Rate  was  seen©  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Bentley  looks  high 
compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  nut  I would  emphasise  that  the 
figures  are  small  and  are  well  within  the  normal  statistical  variations  that 
one  is  likely  to  get  with  these  numbers©  Once  again  1 am  pleased  tc  report  that 
there  were  no  Maternal  Deaths,  which  again  shews  plainly  that  child  bearing  is  now 
3,  very  safe  procedure  for  the  mother  in  the  Doncaster  area©

There  were  during  the  year  three  deaths  caused  Thy  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
nine  deaths  attributed  to  other  accidents  and  four  suicides*  These  figures  are  an 
increase  on  the  figures  for  19 69  but  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  motor  vehicle 
accidents  „ It  is  unfortunate  to  note  that  the  number  of  suicides  have  increased  for 
in  most  cases  this  cause  of  death  is  preventable* 


‘The  number  of  deaths  increased  slightly  for  the  second  successive  year  and  once 
■again  heart  disease  and  vascular  disease  of  the  central  nervous  system  topped  the 
list*  A further  rise  in  the  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  no  decrease  in  the 
deaths  from  other  respiratory  diseases  once  again  emphasises  the  proven  dangers  of 
cigarette  smoking  and  air  pollutions,  particular  smoke  as  the  cause  of  so  much 
respiratory  illness  in  a community c 


On  looking  at  the  causes  of  death  I usually  consider  how  many  deaths  could  have 
been  prevented  and  the  part  a preventive  health  service  can  play  in  a future  national 
health  services,  by  preventing  deaths  from  such  diseases  as  cancer  of  the  lung,  breast 
and  uterus  as  well  as;  deaths  from  accidents*  There  is  undoubtedly  a greater  need  for 
public  education  and  exhortation,  particularly  if  deaths  from  these  disease  are  to  be 
reduced o The  benefits  which  can  be  derived  from  a policy  of  smoke  control  can  be 
easily  s&~n  and  the  medical  profession  itself  has  clearly  shown  hew  cancer  of  the  Dan 
van  be  reduced  by  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of  tobacco  consumed,  particularly  in  th 
form  of  .’igareitesc  Recently  a survey  in  Aberdeen  showed  that  cancer  of  the  womb  can 
also  be  reduced  by  an  enthusiastic  cervical  cytology  scheme  allied  to  a policy  of 
breast  examination,  but  the  success  of  such  a scheme  depends  to  a large  extent  on  how 
much  co-operation  van  be  obtained  from  the  public*  There  were  this  year  no  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system

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Tna  numb 9 r of  children  attending  the  two  clinics  in  Bentley  and  Scawthorre 
shewed  an  overall  increase,  for  the  number  of  children  under  one  year  attending* 
th-.  clinics  remained  the  same<,  The  increase  in  the  attendances  of  children 
.veen  1 and  5 years  has  been  due  mainly  to  the  policy  introduced  in  this 
Id  tsior  on  carrying  out  developments,!  assessment  in  children  at  regular 
hoar  als  during  their  pre-school  life*  At  the  end,  of  1970  the  policy  of 
paediatric  assessments  was  being  carried  out  in  all  Divisions  of  the  Vest 
Rosing,  These  assessments  not  only  provide  the  health  visitor  with  a better 
t'v'l  , use  in  the  supervision  of  children  but  have  the  effect  of  creating 
ar  interest  in  the  mothers  of  their  childrens  natural  development. 

The  clinic  at  Scawthorpe  is  a purpose  built  building  but  in  Bentley, 

'Tii.-  oh  is  an  extremely  busy  clinic,  the  Pavilion  is  still  used  as  a temporary 
premises  rented  by  the  County  Council . This  building  is  far  from,  ideal  and 
las  proved  to  be  inconvenient  for  many  of  the  activities  which  normally  take 
place  in  clinics  such  as  ante-natal  and  relaxation  work  and  cervical  cytology. 

Unfortunately  during  the  year  negotiations  to  build  a health  centre  in  the 
Bentley  area  were  not  successful  but  I can  only  hope  that  a purpose  built  clinic 
will  be  planned  which  could  later  be  extended  to  fulfill  the  role  satisfactorily 

as  Health  Centre « 

( i Phenylketonuria  Testing 

At  the  1st  of  April,  1970  the  Guthrie  test  for  phenylketonuria  was  started 
in  this  area.  This  test  is  carried  out  on  the  infant  by  the  midwife  taking  a 
sample  of  blood  from  the  infant 5 s heel®  The  samples  are  sent  to  Kiddlewood 
Hospital  from  all  areas  in  the  Sheffield  region,  and  results  are  notified  to 
the  Divisional  Offices  rapidly®  It  is  hoped  that  the  early  detection  of 
phenylketonuria  will  enable^  a child  to  develop  normally  instead  of  becoming 
mentally  handicapped 0 

: ’ ) Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange'  Juice  and  Vitamin  Tablets  were 
supplied  to  mothers  at  all  clinics  and  sales  have  increased.

(.c)  Maternity  Home  Accommodation 

During  the  year  the  trend  towards  more  hospital  confinements,  which 
has  been  particularly  evident  since  the  opening  of  the  new  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary  Maternity  Hospital,  has  continued, for  out  of  401  children 
born  in  the  Urban  District  only  14  were  domiciliary  conf imements „ As  I 
have  stated  in  previous  reports  this  trend  will  almost  certainly  continue 
until  there  is  almost  one  hundred  per  cent  hospital  confinement,  but  I 
consider  that  there  will  always  be  a need  for  an  adequate  domiciliary 
midwifery  service,  not  only  to  do  the  actual  deliveries  at  home  but  to 
participate  in  the  essential  ante-natal  and  post-na,tal  care., 

During  the  year  negotiations  continued  to  incorporate  the  Doncaster 
County  Borough  midwifery  service  with  the  hospital  service  and  at  the 
time  of  writing  this  report,  incorporation  has  taken  place  and  the  initial 
teething  problems  overcome*  There  is  at  present  no  prouosals  to  carry  out 
a similar  incorporation  of  the  West  Riding  Midwifery  Service  but  in  view

During  the  year  there  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  hours 
worked  by  home  helps  in  the  district * This  reduction  was  seen  mainly  in 
the  amount  of  time  spent  at  the  agedo  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  two 
assistant  home  help  organisers  were  appointed  and  once  they  have  gained 
some  experience  in  this  service  they  will  be  invaluable  help  to  the 
organiser  who  has  been  overworked®  If  this  service  is  to  be  rationalised 
and  needs  fully  met,  then  I consider  that  greater  supervision  of  the  work 
done  by  the  home  helps  and  a more  intensive  valuation  of  need  is  necessary 
and  this  can  only  be  done  by  properly  trained  supervisory  staff®  The 
amount  of  time  devoted  by  this  service  to  problem  families  has  in  this 
Division  been  very  small  because  I consider  that  a greater  effect  can  be 
obtained  by  concentrating  services  on  helping  the  elderly  to  maintain  their 
standards® 

I would 3 once  again  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  home  helps  who  work 
extremely  hard  doing  what  is  frequently  a difficult  task  in  sometimes  noor 
conditions®  They  have  proved  to  be  a valuable  part  of  the  total  care  of  the 
elderly  which  includes  special  housings,  warden  services,  meals-on-wheels,

I regret  to  state  that  in  April,  1971  the  control  of  the  home  help 
service  will  pass  over  to  the  new  Social  Services  Department  where  I am

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6S  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  increased  to  four  during  the 
year,  but  as  stated  in  my  last  reports  I still  consider  this  an  inadequate 
number  for  the  population  of  the  area  covered,  for  at  nresent  little  work 
in  the  prevention  of  mental  illness  Is  undertaken.  This  unfortunately  is 
another  service  which,  will  pass  over  to  the  Social  Services  Department  in 
April 9 1971  despite  the  close  working  relationship  which  is  required  with 
the  medical  profession  and  the  confidential  information  handled.

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


There  was  a reduction  of  clinics  held  for  this  purpose  in  the 
district  during  1970  due  to  a decrease  in  the  demand  for  this  service* 
The  figures  quoted  do  not  show  the  number  of  women  whc  have  had.  this 
smear  taken  either  by  their  general  practitioner  or  at  family  planning 
clinics  or  hospital,  out  patients.  This  is  a most  important  service 
for  it  has  been  shown  that  it  can  definitely  reduce  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb,  though  as  yet  there  is  nc 
evidence  that  it  can  reduce  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
breast.  The  service  started  in  Aprils  1966  and  in  April  next  year 
we  shall  be  starting  the  first  of  the  five  year  recall  appointments , 
and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  year  we  shall  be  able  to  have  a three 
year  recall  system  in  use,  in  order  that  women  will  be  summoned  at 
regular  intervals  and  thus  kept  under  close  supervision*

I'lie  number  of  children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections  during 
xhe  year  showed  a slight  decrease  free:  the  1969  figure.  This  was  particularly 
evident  in  the  7 - 9 year  group  and  the  10  11  year  group,  where  selective 

medical  inspections  were  continued 0 I, '.'ore  time  -Os  certainly  "being  spent  on 
these  selective  medical  inspections  on  children  with  problems  and  more  requests 
were  received  from  teachers  asking  for  advice  on  particular  children.  I regret 
again  to  state  that  there  is  a,  shortage  of  brained  staff  in  the  Division  to 
cope  with  the  amount  of  work  in  this  u eo vice  and  because  of  this  shortage  we 
are  unable  to  play  our  role  in  health  education  as  much  as  1 would  like.  The 
number  of  children  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  on  physical  examination  was 
greatly  reduced  as  was  the  figure  of  children  recommended  for  treatment. 

Bin  acuities  of  hearing  and  vision  continue  be  "be  by  far  the  largest  number 
of  defects  detected  and  the  Department  continued  to  do  two  year  assessments  of 
hearing  and  vision  in  all  pupils  in  schools 0 During  the  year  the  Department 
also  started  to  give  lectures  to  the  Scawsby  Teacher  Training  College  on  the 
arms  and  objects  cf  the  school & heal th  service  and  a short  course  on  first  aid 
instruction  for  teachers  was  also  given  after  school  hours. 

The  example  set,  by  Dr0  Trevor  bright  In  his  comprehensive  assessment  unit 
icr  Handicapped  Children  in  Sheffield  is  one  that  1 hope  will  be  copied  in  the 
near  future  and  certainly  there  h vac..:  to  commend  in  the  establishment  of  an 
assessment  unit  linked  to  a school  in  this  areas  where  children  with  narticular 
hearing  difficulties  can  spend  a.  period  under  the  care  of  a trained  teacher

This  specialist  clinic  ceased  at  the  beginning  of  1970,  but  because  of 
the  close  association  with  the  Consultant  in  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  there 
has  been  if  anything  an  improved  service  in  the  care  of  children,  particularly 
those  with  handicaps  who  are  in  need  of  special  education. 

(d)  Cleanliness  Inspections 

These  inspections  were  carried  out  in  all  schools  in  the  Division 
during  the  year  but  usually  only  on  request  of  the  staff  of  comprehensive 
schools.  The  figures  of  children  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year 
continued  at  the  same  rate  but  investigation  showed  that  a large  percentage 
of  these  infestations  are  in  families,  which  are  then  rapidly  investigated 
when  a child  has  been  discovered  in  school  and  measures  taken  to  ensure  that 
these  families  as  a whole  are  rid  of  this  problem.  There  have  also  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  scabies  discovered  which,  fortunately,  respond  to 
treatment  in  most  cases.  Some  cases  required  a change  of  treatment  before 
eradication  of  the  infestation  was  obtained.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OYER  INFECTIONS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  immunisation  and  vaccination  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough 9 tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  in  the  Division  continues  at  a 
satisfactorily  high  level  and  the  central  computor  used  hy  the  Nest  Riding  to 
call  children  routinely  for  their  immunisation  is  proving  to  he  effective  in- 
raising  the  level  of  immunisation  throughout  the  County,  Unfortunately  for 
this  Division  it  herders  on  Doncaster  County  Borough  and  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  and  there  are  difficulties  'because  doctors  who  have  patients  in  two  or 
more  areas  are  reluctant  to  have  some  of  their  patients  on  the  computor  and  have 
to  work  a separate  system  for  the  remainder.  This  may  well  he  a problem  which 
Will  he  resolved  when  the  unification  of  the  health  service  takes  place,  Vaccina- 
tion against  measles  does  not  seem  to  have  been  greeted  with  any  great  enthusiasm  hy 
people  or  hy  sections  of  the  medical  profession  and  this  is  probably  due  to  a long 
familiarity  with  this  illness,  which  is  accepted  as  part  of  growing  up.  This 
familiarity  should  not  make  us  forget  that  many  children  have  complications  of  this 
illness  and  that  vaccination  against  measles  is  effective  and  now  has  very  few  side 
effects  which  are  much  less  of  a.  risk  than  the  possible  complications  of  the  disease. 

No  serious  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  hut  once  again  I 
would  emphasise  that  this  must  not  he  taken  as  a sign  to  relax  vigilance,  and  in 
particular  I would  emphasise  the  need  to  maintain  the  highest  standards  in  food 
shops  and  to  ensure  that  an  appropriate  rate  of  stock  is  carried  particularly  with 
frozen  foods  and  other  modern  packaged  foods,
